A  disquieting  feature  is  the  high  percentage  of  illegitimate  birthr> 
just  over  10^  -#  Gex  is  probably  publicised  more  nowadays  than  ever  before,  the 
Lamily  Planning  Act  and  the  Abortion  Act  have  both  been  passed,  and  yet  year  afte 
year  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  growc  Many  people  feel  that  sex  educ-. 
ation  in  school  would  help,  but  one  cannot  avoid  the  feeling  that  sex  education 
could  only  be  successful  if  the  responsibilities  of  pregnancy  and  parenthood 
xvere  instilled  first  and  formosto  This  should  prove  a  fruitful  field  for  Health 
educators o

These  services  are  provided  by  the  Cornwall  County  Council  and  include  such 
activities  as  home  nursing*  domiciliary  midwifery*  health  visiting*  vaccination 
and  immunisation,  maternity  and  child  welfare,* ante  and  post  natal  care*  home 
help,  ■'/isits  to  the  elderly  and  the  various  aspects  of  school  health. 

An  extension  of  the  welfare  services  has  taken  place,  and  in  order  to  bring 
about  uniformly  the  mental  welfare  and  welfare  sections  of  the  County  service 
have  bfeeiri  combined.  This  is  undoubtedly  a  move  in  the  right  direction*  the 
only  difficulty  being  that  the  welfare  and  mental  welfare  officers ’areas  of 
work  do  not  now  correspond  with  the  existing  Health  areas.  These  services  have 
bean  tailored  to  coincide  with  the  areas  of  the  County  covered  by  the  consultant 
psychiatrists,  of  whom  there  are  5*  Whereas  there  are  7  Health  areas?  In  the 
past  the  welfare  department  operated  throughout  the  whole  Rural  District  from 
the  Moorland  Road  clinic*  now  the  cover  from  Moorland  Road  stops  at  the  A^30 
while  welfare  cover  for  the  remainder  comes  from  the  Health  Area  Offices  at 
'j^ruro^.  These  early  difficulties  should,  we  hope,  soon  be  resolved,.

SECTION  C 


Sanitary  Conditions 

IMSt 

About  6,500  houses  in  the  Rural  District  are  supplied  by  water  from  the  North  and 
Mid  Cornwall  Water  Board,  which  supply  is  the  subject  of  frequent  testing  over 
various  parishes  with  almost  uniformity  good  bacteriological  results.  The  chemical 
standard  of  the  water  is  satisfactory.  Belowda,  Tregonetha  and  Rosenannon  are  not 
on.  a  piped  supply,  in  the  two  former  cases  supply  is  by  well  and  by  a  spring  at 
Rosenannon.  Private  supplies  to  individual  isolated  premises  are  sampled  and 
advice  given  e.g.  use  of  Berkefeld  Filter.  There  are  no  stand  pipes  nowadays. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supply  is  low  throughout  this  Rural  area.

Sewerage 

Although  no  sewerage  schemes  were  undertaken  the  preparatory  work  was  undertaken 
to  provide  future  sewerage  in  places  at  present  without  e.g*  arrangements  were 
made  with  Newquay,  for  inclusion  of  Quintrel  Downs  sewerage,  into  the  Newquay 
sevjersf  The  scheme  for  Sticker  was  prepared  -  this  scheme  being  of  great  urgency 
as  this  village  has  increased  by  150  per  cent  in  the  past  six  years*  Apart  from 
the  brake  having  been  put  on  future  development,  due  to  lack  of  main  sewerage, 
the  pi'eaent  need  is  urgent  on  public  health  grounds.  The  St.  Columb  and  St.  Mav/gan 
sewerage  schemes  which  have  been  on  the  urgent  list  for  some  time  are  being  combined 
for  pp'.  mentation  to  the  Ministry  as  a  single  scheme.  The  parishes  of  Creed, 
lanlivery,  Luxulyan,  St.  Ewe,  St.  Wenn  and  St.  Michael  Caerhayes  are  still 
without  sewerage. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  Council  own  and  maintain  ten  public  conveniences.  The  Engineer  is  responsible 
for  their  maintenance  and  cleansing. 


Rodent  Control 

Some  increase  in  general  infestation  necessitated  entering  into  a  contract  with 
Hentokil  Ltd.,  for  all  work  to  be  done.  Domestic  and  commercial  premises,  farms, 
sewage  works,  sewers  and  refuse  tips  have  all  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

Beaches 

Two  lifeguards  are  employed  throughout  the  season  on  the  Councils  only  surfing 
beach,  which  is  considered  dangerous  at  times  for  bathing.  There  were  no 
fatalities  there  this  year.  A  Land-Rover  is  used  on  the  beach  for  carrying 
life  saving  equipment  and  it  also  enables  the  lifeguards  to  attend  incidents 
very  quickly. 


Scrap  Metal  Dealers 

Dealers  continue  to  be  registered  and  we  have  been  of  some  slight  assistance 
to  the  Police  regarding  stolen  metals. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments 

•  There  are  now  only  two  in  the  area  and  these  are  kept  in  a  very  satisfactory 
state.

Tests  certificates  are  now  required  for 
all  tanks  over  20  years  old,  and  this  has  so  far  brought  to  light  two  defective 
tanks  -  which  have  been  replaced# 


Litter 

The  Act  has  not  been  of  much  help,  it  being  almost  impossible  to  get  sufficient 
evidence  for  a  court  action  against  an  offender.  Lay-by  and  other  bins  are 
emptied  as  required.  Our  beaches  are  scavenged  during  the  season,  and  there 
are  only  small  isolated  trouble  spots  in  the  area.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Toe  Cream 

Almost  all  retail  premises  sell  the  pre  packed  article  which  is  stored  in 
•suitable  refrigerators.  The  shops  and  mobile  vans  selling  from  bulk  supplies 
are  regularly  inspected  to  ensure  that  all  equipment  and  hand  washing  facilities 
are  in  proper  working  order. 
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Cafes*  Restaurants  and  Food  Catering  Premises 


Regular  inspections  of  such  establishments  are  made  and  in  the  main  very  good 
standards  of  cleanliness  are  being  maintained*  On  all  occasions*  staff  are 
urged  to  pay  attention  to  the  cleanliness  of  their  overalls  and  particular3-y 
to  wash  their  hands  frequently. 


Meat  Inspection  -  Slaughterhouses 

There  are  now  only  six  small  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  all  owned 
and  occupied  by  country  butchers.  The  quality  of  animals  they  purchase  is 
first  class  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  very  small  amount  of  condemnations 
found  during  the  100  per  cent  inspection. 


Milk.  .Supplies 


Although  much  of  the  milk  retailed  throughout  the  Rural  District  is  pasteurised, 
several  producers  and  retailers  prefer  to  continue  with  the  sale  of  raw  milk, 
Tlpronghout  the  year  increased  sampling  of  raw  milk  was  stepped  up  in  order  to 
gather  factual  information  regarding  the  presence  of  Brucella.'  This  extra 
>^\mpling  has  brought  home  to  the  producers  and  retailers  the  need  for  Brucella 
irC'.3  nerds,  and  by  the  end  of  I968  fairly  consistently  good  milk  samples  were

A  coraprehensive  progranime  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus,  polio,  measles  and  smallpox  is  carried  out,  either  through  County 
Council  Clinics  or  by  family  doctors,  from  infancy  to  the  end  of  school  life# 
In  addition  at  eleven  years  of  age  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 
is  carried  out  in  school#  The  results  of  the  success  of  these  measures  can 
be  gathered  from  the  gradual  disappearance  of  many  diseases  which  were  a

.t?uberculosis  Prevention 

Although  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  has  diminished  very  notably 
over  the  years,  and  the  notification  of  new  cases  has  diminished  also,  but 
less  markedly,  a  vigorous  policy  of  prevention  has  been  pursued  in  the  County 
of  Cornwall#  School  children  in  the  age  group  11  years  are  offered  B.C.G# 
vaccination  against  the  disease.  In  I96S  following  preliminary  testing  of 
‘'■^>0  children  in  the  selected  age  group,  6l2  children  received  B.C.G.  Children 
who  have  already  received  the  vaccine  in  early  life  and  show  a  positive 
.reaction  on  testing  do  not  need  vaccination  and  hence  the  discrepancy  between 
those  tested  and  those  receiving  the  B.C.G. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  all  new  cases  are  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitor  in  order  to  assist  in  any  measures  needed  to  ensure  continuation 
of  treatment,  cases  on  the  list  receive  follow-up  visits,  and  contacts  of  cases 
are  visited  and  advice  given  regarding  Xray  examination#  Patients  receive 
advice  regarding  the  need  for  care  in  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease  to 
contacts.
